Thank you for your August 19, 2015, letter regarding the August 5, 2015, release at the Gold King 
Mine. Please be assured that the EPA is committed to continuing to work closely with response agencies 
and state, local and tribal officials to ensure the safety of citizens, respond to concerns, and to evaluate 
impacts to the environment. 

One of our foremost priorities during the response has been to collect and publicly release information 
to help ensure the health and safety of affected communities. The EPA’s Gold King Mine website, 
http://www2.epa.gov/goldkingmine, contains publically available comprehensive information about the 
response, including status updates, sampling results and documents regarding EPA’s previous, ongoing 
and long-term work in the area.
